Votes on early cases of doping and 
tampering, by old-timer J. Fairfax-Blike- 
borough in the Sporting Life (London), 


“Doping” and “nobbling™ racchorses continues 
to be front-page news and to be discussed in 
every) race paddock. 

Tam old enough to remember when it) was a 
common. eccurrence to see sluggish, unenterprising 
horses openly given a third of a bottle of port or 
whisky in the paddock just before they went to the 
post. There was nothing sinister, no sharp) prae- 
tice it. 

It was when the American trainers came over 
here at the end of the last eentury that “the 
needle” or bottle, with much more potent drugs. 
began to be used to stimulate herses bring 
off big gambles. 

The practice grew to such an extent that. after 
personal experiments with “dopes” the late Hon. 
George Lambton, in) 1903, was instrumental in 
getting the Jockey Club te pess a rule making 
illegal the use of any form of equine stimulant 
(or deterrent). 

At oa Yorkshire race-meeting the other day one 
of the stewards asked me if there is any record 
of the first known English case of a race horse 
being “get at” (cnobbled™ was the eld word). 

regret toe say that the earliest: Known instances 
were both in’ Yorkshire. 

At Searborough races in 1772 officially 
placed record: “Some malicious persons got 
into the stable of Mr. Pratt's ehesnut colt) Toss- 
pot. and gave him a dose of physie the night before 
he was to run. Tosspot was therefore seratehed 
for the £50 for four-year-olds tke third day.” 

Six years later. John Orton (who was Turf 
judge in the North, and also published a Racing 
Calendar) records that a five-year-old mare owned 
by Mr. William Bethell, of Rise Park. Hull. was 
the victim of “nobbling.” 

Carrying 8st. she had won a rece (run in two 
heats of four miles each) at York the previous 
vear, and before the 1778 Boroughbridge fixture 
had won at Beverley. Of her it is recorded: 

“Miss Nightingale was considered one of the 
best mares of her year, and she was only twice 
beaten. She was entered for the {£50 at) Borough- 
bridge. but unfortunately died on the Sunday  pre- 
ceding the races. Suspicion having arisen about 
her being poisoned, she was opened, and in’ her 
stomach was found about 2) pounds of duekshot.

In those days, poisoning horses was a capital 
offense Dan Dawson, the Newmarket) race horse 
“nobbler”” was hanged in) the man 
arrested) for having “get at” Mr. Bethell’s mare 
was acquitted at the assizes for lack of evidence. 

At Doneaster a few weeks after Miss Nightin- 
gale’s Sir Thomas Gescoigne’s horse was 
unable to run fer the Gold Cup owing his 
tongue having been lacerated and poison — ad- 
ministered by “nobblers” the previous evening.

Carry Back’s Comeback; 


Ridan’s Displeasure 


New York. When Kentucky Derby- 
Preakness winner Carry Back. carrying 
top weight of 128 pounds. won the $57.700 
Jerome Handicap, he virtually clinched 
championship honors in the 3-year-old di- 
vision. 

It was a triumphant return for the 
popular stretch-runner which 3 months 
before had been injured in the Belmont 
Stakes. 

It takes a horse with character to come 
back as Carry Back did. The week before 
the Jerome, in a race at Atlantic City, 
he won a 7-furlong allowance race, beat- 
ing older horses in his first start since 
the Belmont. He won the Jerome in the 
same fashion, with a heart-stopping drive 
in the stretch to score by a head over 
Garwol. Cool Johnny Sellers was in the 
saddle. 

A head behind Garwol was another 
crack 3-year-old. Beau Prince, finishing 
a neck ahead of Braxton Bragg. which 
nosed out Alfred Vanderbilt's Ring 
Around for fourth money. In sixth place. 
after trailing nearly all the way. was 
Guadalcanal, blocked in his drive by a 
wall of horses. It was one of the most 
thrilling finishes in the history of the 
Jerome. one of the oldest fixtures in the 
nation. 

Sellers agreed the tough little Saggy 


colt was a champion. “He is the best 
horse I have ever ridden.” Carry Back 
had filled out quite a bit since the Bel- 
mont. 

The jockey said he never was worried 
about the speedy Bolinas Boy. which set 
the pace all the way. “I was just worried 
whether Carry Back could carry the 
weight and hoping we wouldn't run into 
any bad breaks. But he sure got the job 
done well. He gave me his big run when 
I asked. about the three-eighths-pole. I 
had to work harder on him today. I was 
scrubbing hard in the stretch. and the 
weight seemed to tell in the last 70 yards.” 

Owncr-trainer-breeder Jack Price was 
in the clouds as he watched his horse cool 
out at the receiving barn. With him were 
his charming wife Katherine. daughter 
Judy, and brothers Leo and Max. 

“T didn’t think he could win it at the 
eighth-pole.” Price said. “This horse 
amazes me every time.” 

The colt’s next objective? 

The United Nations Handicap. on the 
grass at Atlantic City. Price said. “But 
that is providing he shows a liking for 
the grass in his workouts. If he doesn’t 
show a partiality for the turf, then we'll 
run him next in the Woodward at Bel- 
mont.”

More Rehiring or More Pickets, 


New York. The Teamsters will resume 
picketing at Belmont Park unless stable 
hands who have been fired since the 
union began its organization drive are 
promptly rehired. 

A truce. arranged before racing moved 
to Belmont Park. included stipulations 
that dismissed strikers be rehired. but 
some trainers have not complied to the 
union's satisfaction. Local 917 has indi- 
cated that these trainers had better fall 
in line in short ‘order. 

A general meeting of owners and train- 
ers was held at Belmont on Tuesday. Sep- 
tember 5, to discuss again the terms of 
the truce arranged by the State Mediation 
Board. 

Harry Raines. who acted as chairman 
for the meeting, spelled out the terms 
of the agreement, and many trainers in- 
dicated that they wished to co-operate. 

Raines said that most of the unem- 
ployed strikers had been rehired. and he 
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thought that most of the others would be 
given work before another week passed. 


“A small fraction. about a dozen. yet 
to be re-employed will be reduced con- 
siderably within the next week. and most 
certainly with the opening of Aqueduct. 
where total employment opportunities are 
much greater than at Belmont.” Raines 
said. 

Attorneys who sat in on the meeting 
urged that those eligible for employment 
be rehired. 

The agreement on rehiring dismissed 
employees raised questions in the minds 
of trainers as to jurisdictional rights when 
a stable leaves New York—and when it 
returns, 

According to a spokesman for the State 
Labor Relations Board. representation by a 
union is limited to the state in which the 
union is certified as bargaining agent for 
the employees. since the National Labor 
Relations Board has declined jurisdiction.

Price ordered the Jerome 
trophy to be sent there also. 


The Jerome victory moved Carry Back 
to llth place on the all-time money-win- 
ning list with earnings of $780.173. He 
now has won 13 of 33 races over 2 years. 
including such events as the Cowdin, Gar- 
den State. Remsen, Everglades. Flamingo. 
Florida Derby. Kentucky Derby. Preak- 
ness. and the Jerome.

C. V. Whitney’s Tompion ran beautifully 
Monday in the Aqueduct Handicap. 
carrying 118 pounds and winning. with- 
out need of blinkers or other parapher- 
nalia. “He ran with only a bridle.” said 
trainer J. J. (Bud) Greely. Tompion had 
caused Greely and owner Whitney much 
consternation in the past by his peculiar 


Union Threatens 


If an employee is released. he can_ file 
an appeal for reinstatement only when 
the stable remains in or returns to the 
state in which the certification was issued. 

Outside of New York, the trainer of a 
certified stable is at liberty to fire and 
hire as he pleases. but when he returns 
to the state he may face a_ situation 
“fraught with legal complexities.” if a 
former employee files charges. 

According to Peter Lambos. of the law 
firm Lorenz. Finn and Giardino. which 
represents numerous employers. “An em- 
ployer need not rehire an employee who 
in the opinion of the employer created 
violence. Also. an employer need rehire 
only those he needs. There is no senior- 
ity.” 

The 3-man inquiry committee which 
was to “proceed with reasonable dispatch” 
to study the problems of backstretch labor 
has yet to be appointed by Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller. L. DeF. 
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habits. In 6 previous starts this year he 
had not won a race. 

Divine Comedy. with Willic Shoemaker 
in the saddle. was an even-money favorite 
in the race. In 2 previous efforts he had 
won easily. setting the pace. This time 
he left his running shoes at the barn. 
was never in the hunt. 

The 4-year-old Tompion moved to the 
front soon after the start and never re- 
linquished the lead. In the saddle was 
cool, grinning John L. Rotz. probably the 
best pacemaker in New York. 

“It was Mr. Whitney’s idea to take 
the lead in this race.” Rotz said. “So I 
went along with him as Mr. Greely agreed. 
My horse was brought up to the race 
in superb form. and he ran much im- 
proved. Any time a horse can go along at 
an even clip like Tompion and be a fifth 
of a second off the track record he’s got 
to be fit.” 

Greely, sipping champagne the 
trustee’s room, said, “I hope he'll stay 
sharp. He hasn’t been spooky since he 
came back in February. He is going to 
run in the United Nations next. He’s been 
assigned 114 pounds. I hope he doesn’t 
pick up much of a penalty in winning 
this race. Last Saturday Tompion gal- 
loped on the turf and seemed to like it. 
He has disappointed so often you're happy 
when he runs good.” 


Tompion was clocked in 1:4725, a fifth 
slower than the track record set by *Gal- 
lant Man in 1957. He picked up a check 
of $35.660. increasing his 1961 earnings 
to $63.490. 

Second in the race was High Tide 
Stable’s Whodunit. and third was Black 
Thumper. 

Of Divine Comedy. winner of the Sara- 
toga Handicap and second to Kelso in 
the Brooklyn. Shoemaker said. “We had 
no real excuse. He did not rate good. He 
hit the side of the gate coming out and 
came up empty when the running started.” 

Attendance for Labor Day was 50.023. 
despite the sweltering heat. 


Reversed Pattern 


The usual pattern in Thoroughbred 
racing is for a father. nearing retirement. 
to turn over horses he trains to a son. 
But this was not the case with the 3-year- 
old filly Smashing Gail, winner of the 
48th renewal of the Fall Highweight 
Handicap at Belmont Park on Monday. 
August 28. 

The filly is trained by 79-year-old 
George P. Odom. Last year she was train- 
ed by his 55-year-old son George (Maje) 
Odom. After the race. Maje was asked 
why he had turned the horse over to his 
father. “I thought he was a better train- 
er.” he answered. 


The father has been training and riding 
horses since 1899. Among his best pupils 
were Stimulus. Busher. Honeymoon. 
Chance Play, I Will, Thumbs Up, Pea- 
nuts. High Strung, Pasteurized, Tintagel. 
and Whirlabout. Asked why he had run 
a filly against colts and geldings in the 
Fall Highweight. he said. “Because it’s 
the weight that kills them.” 

Smashing Gail carried 117 pounds, 2 
over scale for fillies. Second was Tick 
Tock (129). a 9-year-old. and third was 
Gyro (122), a 4-year-old. April Skies 
carried 135. Mail Order 134, and Four 
Lane 132. George won the 1942 renewal 
with the 4-year-old filly Imperatrice 
(119). 

“She's got a heart as big as an 
elephant.” George said of Smashing 
Gail. “The only trouble with her is that 
she’s got sesamoid problems. Her right 
ankle is a little weak. There is not one 
in 100 horses that will run like she did 
with her trouble. This filly is super.” 

Asked if retirement was yet on his 
mind. Odom said, “Like General Doug 
MacArthur. I’m just going to fade away. 
I tried retiring once, in 1948. I was a 
racing steward in Detroit and Tropical, 
but I didn’t like it.” 

Smashing Gail is a home-bred owned 
by Mrs. Magruder Dent, who had_ pur-

Mrs. Dent attributes the filly’s good 
health to the fact that she was raised 
on specially planted coastal Bermuda 
grass. “There never had been good graz- 
ing on our farm.” she said. “so we 
changed the pastures.”

Ridan on an Off Track 


Cuicaco. Four days before the Wash- 
ington Park Futurity, Ridan worked 5 
furlongs. handily, in a sensational :5675. 
with 6 furlongs in 1:0945. No one could 
recall a 2-year-old ever working that 
fast at any track. The fractions were :22. 
73324. and :4424. 

Bill Hartack hadn't been aware how 
fast he was traveling. Ridan’s 22-year-old 
trainer, Leroy Jolley, who hed tried fran- 
tically to wave down Hartack after noting 
the early fractions. said he had wanted 
the colt to work in “about :58.” Leroy 
seemed a bit worried, but by the next day 
he had recovered his composure. He re- 
ported that Ridan seemed normal. 

Four old acquaintances and 4 new ones 
showed up to face Ridan in the 61'5-fur- 
long. $100.000-added Futurity. run at Ar- 
lington on September 2. The familiar 
runners were Nancy Spicer’s Wa-Wa Cy. 
Rex C. Ellsworth’s Eight Ball. Fred W. 
Hooper’s Admiral’s Voyage. and Mr. and 
Mrs. Herbert Herff's Obey. Facing Ridan 
for the first time were Brookfield Farm’s 
In Force, Mr. and Mrs. Robert F. Ben- 
singers Gutter Ball. Bruno Ferrari's Su 
Ka Wa, and Kerr Stables’ recent arrival 
from California, Affray. 

Of the new challengers. only Su Ka Wa 
seemed to have much chance of upsetting 
the 3-to-10 favorite. On a sloppy track in 
the Hopeful Stakes a week earlier. Su Ka 
Wa had finished second to Jaipur. beaten 
6 lengths, with the odds-on Sir Gaylord 
third. Accordingly. the 26.427 Arlington 
patrons established Su Ka Wa the second 
choice at 8.40 to 1. 

The Arlington track on the day of the 
Futurity was muddy from the middle to 
the outside fencé: the other helf was 
firmer and in much better shape. The 
track had been sloppy in the morning. 
“We had 2 20-foot dogs out.” said assist- 
ant track superintendent Clarence Brink- 
man. “and later we harrowed it.” The 
track was called slow for the first 6 races 
and good for the seventh, after the 3-

In the Prairie State on August 21. in 
which he had caused a $10.781 minus 
show pool. Ridan had run in 4 bandages. 
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For the Futurity he wore a pair of run- 
down patches and caulks. There was an- 
other minus show pool of $6,473. 

Ridan had his closest call in the Fu- 
turity. He won by a length, convincingly 
enough. but without the authority of his 
6 previous triumphs. “He didn’t like the 
track.” Hartack reported later. “He won 
on his guts. He tries so hard. and takes 
such big strides. that he slid over the 
slick track the first half-mile. Then he 
took hold of it a bit.” 

Su Wa Ka sprinted to a 2-length lead 
at the quarter. while Ridan. off slower 
than usual. was lapped with Eight Ball in 
fourth place. 415 lengths back of the 
leader. Su Ka Wa quit suddenly after 3 
furlongs. and Admiral’s Voyage took over. 
coming around the last turn 115 lengths 
in front of Gutter Ball. 

Ridan made a big move on the turn. 
He charged between Gutter Ball. on the 
outside. and Admiral’s Voyage and reach- 
ed the lead approaching the eighth-pole. 
The crowd expected Ridan to zoom away 
from his rivals. but the big kick was 
lacking. The gray Obey loomed danger- 
ously on the outside near the sixtenth- 
pole. and then hung. and Ridan went 
on to win in 1:18. Eight Ball closed fairly

well to finish third. 245 lengths behind 
Obey. Admiral’s Voyage was fourth. 

The winner’s check of $128.250 pushed 
Ridan’s earnings to $284,050 and made 
him the 2-year-old leader in this respect. 
Ridan became the ninth horse to win both 
the Arlington and Washington Park Fu- 
turities. The others were Tiger (1937), 
Occupation (1942), Free For All (1944), 
To Market (1950). Hasty Road (1953), 
Swoon’s Son (1955). Greek Game (1956), 
and Restless Wind (1958). 

Two days after the Futurity. it was 
admitted that Ridan had a splint outside 
the right fore leg. The stable previously 
had denied a published report that said 
Ridan had a splint. Leroy and his father, 
Moody Jolley. said Ridan would be given 
a rest at Dr. Robert Copelan’s farm 
near Lexington, with the Garden State 
on November 4 his next chief objective. 
There were no immediate plans to fire 
or blister Ridan for the splint. X-ray 
therapy will be used. Father and son left 
Chicago after a profitable summer. Three 
horses in their care, Ridan. Bluescope, 
and Rudoma, had accounted for 8 stakes.

Kroese, an electrical supply manufacturer of Tea- 
neck, N. J. In his second North American stakes 
attempt, *Mozart won the Wilwyn Handicap at 
Laurel on April 8, and in 7 other efforts in 
added-money competition before the Kelly-Olympic 
Handicap, he was second in the Laurel Anniversary 
and Bayard Tuckerman Jr. Handicaps, third in 
the Idlewild and John R. Macomber Memorial 
Handicaps.

Richard C. du Pont’s Kelso (132 pounds) 
sought his 12th consecutive victory in the 
$100.000-added Washington Park Handi- 
cap. 

Kelso. closing steadily on the rail. fin- 
ished fourth after being far back early. 
At no time did he threaten the winner. 
Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s home-bred Chief of 
Chiefs (112). which won by 4°4 lengths 
from stablemate Talent Show (110). Run 
for Nurse was third. a neck farther 
back and three-parts of a length ahead of 
Kelso. 

Chief of Chiefs. winner of 3. sprint 
stakes earlier in the year. made the track 
seem fest by dashing the mile in 1:3434. 
Clarence Meaux handled the 4-year-old 
Roman gelding. which led all the way. 
Intentionally (120), second choice to the 
odds-on Kelso. prompted the pace for 6 
furlongs and finished fifth. Chief of 
Chiefs drew away on the stretch bend. 
and romped from there. The entry was 
held at 9 to 1 by the Labor Day crowd 
of 36,531. 

Eddie Arcaro, who rode Kelso, said the 
horse “just couldn’t get any traction, but 
he was beaten squarely.” Kelso’s last de- 
feat (his only other appearance at the 
track) also was at Arlington Park. in last 
summer's Arlington Classic. in which he 
finished eighth. 

The 97-day co-ordinated Balmoral-Ar- 
lington-Washington Park meeting was the 
best in history. Handle was $117.596.358. 
attendance 1.456.107.

Devt Mar. The question posed by the 
Del Mar Debutante Stakes was whether 
C. V. Whitney’s Spark Plug could come 
back to the races and whip the best 2-year- 
old fillies in the West after a lay-off of two 
months. It turned out that she could. 
thanks in large measure to a superb job 
of conditioning by trainer R. L. (Bob) 
Wheeler. 

The quick gray daughter of *Mah- 
moud—Voltage, by Menow. was voted the 
best 2-year-old filly at Hollywood Park 
by Turf writers. despite her nose defeat 
in the Lassie Stakes by Sunday Slippers. 
to which she was spotting 8 pounds. That 
was on July 3. She did not start again 
until the 11th running of the Del Mar 
Debutante. 

Wheeler had her so sharp that she reeled 
off the 6 furlongs in 1:0925 to win by an 
increasing 415 lengths. Her clocking was 
the second-fastest in the history of the 
Debutante. equalling Amri-An’s mark of 
last year and just a tick of the watch 
behind Darling June’s winning time of 
1:0915 in 1959.

alterness. Peter McBean’s Lovely Charger 
had the lead for about 50 yards, and then 
Spark Plug, settling into stride, took over. 
From then on, she was never headed. 

Kea. closest to Spark Plug down the 
backstretch, began giving ground at the 
turn and dropped far out of it, finishing 
last. Palisades Sta%le’s Kabema_ took 
over the chase, and moved to within 2 
lengths of Spark Plug as they reached the 
last quarter. But then apprentice Bobby 
Yanez. Wheeler’s gifted prodigy, let out 
a wrap. and Spark Plug bounded away 
to win in a romp. Kabema, which had 
won a race at Del Mar a couple of weeks 
before in 1:0925. was second. with Vicar 
Stable’s Savaii third. 

Spark Plug. which now has won 5 of 
her 6 starts. went the first quarter in 
22145. and 5 furlongs :57. 

“She’s the fastest thing I’ve ever 
ridden.” the 17-year-old Yanez said after 
dismounting. “Rattle Dancer (which 
carried the apprentice to victory .in_ the 
Juvenile Championship Stakes at Holly- 
wood Park) is still my favorite. but this 
filly is the fastest.” 

Spark Plug is a filly of medium size, 
very quick, and rather feminine in appear- 
ance. She is not at all the robust sort. 
Her tremendous speed and precocity indi- 
cate that she may be a sprinter, but to 
look at her, watching her stride. one 
feels certain that she will go on. 


This was the second time that Wheeler. 
who has developed so many fine fillies, 
has won the Debutante. On the other 
occasion he did it in an almost identical 
manner—with a filly that had been away 
from the races for 2 months and had not 
had a prep over the track. That was in 
1955. and the filly then was Miss Todd. 

Since then he has developed Bug Brush 
and Silver Spoon for Whitney. Spark 
Plug. at the rate she is going. could be 
as great as any of the others.

Laguna Seca's New Plans 


From California this week the 
announcement that Dr. Jack K. Rebbins 
will terminate his partnership with Edwin 
Janss Jr. at Conejo Ranch and will join 
with Mr. and Mrs. Frank C. Bishop in a 
program of expansion at their Laguna 
Seca Ranch. The young veterinarian will 
transfer to Laguna Seca. at Monterey. 
immediately after the 38 horses he owns 
in partnership with Janss have been sold 
in January at the Pomona auctions to be 
conducted by the Fasig-Tipton Company 
for the California Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association. 


Laguna Seca’s production of Thorough- 
breds for the yearling market will con- 
tinue under the supervision of Bishop. 
whose consignments to the Del Mar auc- 
tions have sold at good prices over a 10- 
year period. Of the developments now 
being planned, Bishop said: 


“We have never solicited boarders or 
Thoroughbreds in need of farm veterinary 
treatment. care, or recuperation. but rath- 
er have concentrated on our stallions and 
developing yearlings for the market. This 
phase of our operation will continue. but 
we will enter the field of taking care of 
all other needs of the Thoroughbred own- 
er and breeder and will specialize in 
veterinary clinical work and will also ac- 
cept boarders for rest and recuperation. 

“As we progress, we believe Laguna 
Seca will become one of the great all- 
purpose Thoroughbred centers the 
world. We have exactly 1,000 acres for 
Thoroughbred use, which is quite ample 
for the sort of operation we have in 
mind.” 


Among the horses to be dispersed by 
the Janss-Robbins partnership is the ex- 
cellent race mare Honeys Gem. 6-year-old 
daughter of *Alibhai and Honeymoon, a 
champion of the 1940’s. Honeys Gem is 
reported in foal to Swaps. Other mares 
in the group were mostly hard-hitting run- 
ners. Dissolution of the partnership was 
planned. Dr. Robbins said. because much 
of the Conejo Ranch acreage soon will 
be subdivided. although the operation as 
a Thoroughbred center will be continued 
“for the time being” on a reduced basis.

These words can be found on the inside 
cover of a neat booklet put out by Chas- 
mar Farm. Spring Lake. N. J. Charles L. 
Sabatini, owner of Chasmar, believes every 
word he wrote. He has backed his belief 
by investing many thousands of dollars in 
the operation of his farm first as a Thor- 
oughbred clinic and more recently as a 
specialized stallion station. 

Sabatini’s entrance into the horse world 
began. rather ingloriously, with a horse 
by the name of Goo-Goo. 

“Goo-Goo first entered my life at. of 
all places. the Stork Club in New York 
City. back in the late °30’s.” 
Sabatini. “Bernardi. the

kind enough to give me a tip on the horse, 
and I was lax enough not to bet it.” 
Goo-Goo won and paid $160. Three 
years later she crossed his path again. 
“When the owner of a farm I was visit- 
ing in Pennsylvania pointed to a group 
of mares and. in calling out their names. 


said Goo-Goo. you could have knocked 
me over with a feather.” On the = spot, 
Sabatini bought Goo-Goo’s foal. in 


utero, for $7.500. to be delivered ready 
to run as a 2-year-old. This was Colelco, 
which opened a new era in Sabatini’s 
life. 

A native New Yorker, Charles L. Sab- 
atini has resided in New Jersey for the 
past 30 years, mostly in Bergen County 
and the West Englewood section. When 
Colelco entered his life he was badly in 
need of some diversion from his over- 
whelming business activities. Though he 
started in his youth as an auto dealer, 
the youngest at the time in Bay Ridge. 
Brooklyn, he since had been diverted. 
along with his brother John. to the neon 
sign business. 

Now owner of the largest sign company 
in the country, with branches in Europe 
and South America, the master of Chas- 
mar was only too glad to have his horses 
to relax with. 

Coleleo. named for his master’s subsi- 
diary. Colonial Electric Corporation, 
turned out to be a winner in New Jersey 
under the guidance of John McDowell. 
He raced under Sabatini’s colors for 3 
years. until he was lost via the claiming 
route, 

Sabatini, manufacturer of all the Esso, 
Gulf, and Tide-All neon signs along the 
highways. decided to delve into the fas- 
cinating business of Thoroughbreds more 
thoroughly.

“Tl never forget her first race.” said 
Sabatini. “I had my picture taken in the 
winner's circle that day only to hear a 
howl go up from the crowd. She was dis- 
qualified.” 

Undaunted) by his introduction — to 
racings hard knocks. the owner in 1952 
bought a 50-acre farm. named it Chasmar. 
and installed Sweet Marge as the first 
Thoroughbred resident. 

“Walter Donovan gave a luncheon at 
Garden State to enable me to meet the 
people of the industry which I had become 
a part of.” Sabatini recalled. “It was at 
that luncheon that an idea formed in my 
mind which was to eventually cost) me 
$100.000.7 

After speaking seriously of the Thor- 
oughbred’s needs with Eddie Brennen. 
Charlie Sheehan. Walter Donovan. Barker 
Seeley, and the late Dr. R. Connelly. 
Charles Sabatini decided to develop his 
new farm into a Thoroughbred clinic. 

“T felt if human beings needed a hos- 
pital. certainly Thoroughbred horses 
worth from $5.000 to $50.000 needed one.” 

Under the guidance of Dr. Connelly. 


the clinic was established at} Chasmar. 
Research on diet and vitamins was 
carried on by Lederle and Squibb. and the 
clinic was stocked with nearly every med- 
icine known to veterinarians. Horses ar- 
rived from all over the country—Errard 
King. Jabneh, Colorfast. *Biue Choir, ete. 
To Chasmar came the halt and the lame. 
as well as those which simply needed a 
vacation. 

Chasmar was run in this manner for 4 
years. but in 1956 it became obvious to 
Sabatini that the veterinary profession 
had misread what he was trying to ac- 
complish, 

“The financial loss I suffered was off- 
set by the satisfaction I derived from the 
clinic.” he said. “However. the attitude 
of the vets became disheartening and so 
| discontinued the operation.” 

A year later. in 1957. Sabatini gave 
birth to New Jersey’s first) stallion’ sta- 
tion. He imported *Beau Pere’s grand- 
son *Beau Le Havre. winner of the New 
Zealand Derby and the St. Leger. From 
England came *Babylonian. a of 
Prince Chevalier. In 1958 he leased Ace 
Admiral from Maine Chance Farm. and 
in 1959 came *Perilous Il. another New 
Zealander. bit later there arrived 
*Royal Charger’s son *Royal Beacon II. 

Meanwhile Sabatini sought knowledge 
where he could find it. He visited Lou 


Doherty's Stallion Station, and talked with 
Leslie Combs II at Spendthrift Farm. He 
visited racing and breeding centers in 
Rome. Milan. Ireland. and South Africa 
He hired as manager Larry Evans, under 
whose supervision 70 mares a year have 
been bred on the farm for the past 2 
years. 

A regular yearling buyer, the master 
of Chasmar plans to continue racing his 
own string. He has cut his broodmare band 
to a few head. 

Among those who patronize New  Jer- 
sey’s stallion station are Eugene Mori, 
Dr. Leon Levy. Mrs. James Purdy. C. 
Austin Burn, Daniel Kelly. Allison Stern, 
H. O. Frelinghuysen. E. G. Newman. J.

Though he derives relaxetion sat- 
isfaction from his Thoroughbred interests. 
Charles L. Sabatini denies it is a hobby. 
“It's too expensive to be a hobby.” 

“There were 40 Thoroughbred farms in 
this state 10 years ago.” he said. “There 
are 140 now. With the great strides made 
by the Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion of New Jersey these past 10 years. 
and with the present spirit. I feel New 
Jersey is at the threshold of reestablish- 
ing itself as it was during the time of 
the Whitneys. Sinelairs. and Thompsons.”

Season’s Honors Still at Stake 
As Jumpers Eye Final Hedges

New York. Major track steeplechasing 
packed its flags and moved from the lei- 
surely atmosphere of Saratoga to Belmont 
Park. That move put the cover on a sum- 
mer record containing several occurrences 
of significance to the infield sport. 

Owner-trainer George H. (Pete) Bost- 
wick took the spotlight with his impres- 
sive 3-year-old hurdler Barnabys Bluff. 
The gelded son of Cyclotron—Ophelia 
Rose. by Pavot. a leading contender for 
hurdler-of-the-vear. has won 4 out of his 
6 starts. He stood up noticeably well in 
beating older horses at their own game. 

In his initial start at Aqueduct. in May. 
Barnabys Bluff finished fourth to older 
horses. He came back in 3-yvear-old com- 
pany the next week to win by a stunning 
25 lengths. and the next week took the 
$10.000-added Annapolis Stakes at Bel- 
mont by an easy 5 lengths. In the 1°4- 
mile Prelude Purse at} Monmouth Park. 
a prep for the Midsummer Hurdle Hand- 
icap. he again was matched against old- 


er horses and scored heavily by 6 lengths 
over Mrs. Cordelia S. May's successful 
veteran Be Moderate. In the Midsummer, 
Barnabys Bluff set the pace most of the 
way. but suffered a mishap at the final 
hurdle and lost his rider. He came back 
to set a track record in Saratoga’s sixth 
running of the $12.500-added Promise 
Hurdles. 

Contending for honors with Barnabys 
Bluff is the 3-year-old hurdler Hunter's 
Rock. by *Huniers Moon IV—Rocky Wes.
